General Atkins thinks that Ne- 
vada Indians should be educated 
near their home, in a climate to 
which they are accustomed. The 
Commissioner is right; his senti- 
ments will be concurred ia by all 
the people of this State. Based on 
these sentiments the agitation 
commenced about two years ago. 
Upon arguments fof like nature the 
matter was presented to the proper 
officials at Washington. While 
the Commissioner in this instance 
has discriminated against Nevada 
Indians, we believe it was done 
with good motives. Ali Indians 
should be eduvated in their native 
climate, or in-a climate as nearly 
like it as possible. Except in this, 
that their presence at Hampton 
might, as in similar instances, 
elicit for them the friendly interest 
of philanthropists and governmen- 
tal officials, the mountain climate 
of Colorade is more nearly indi- 
genous to our Indians than that of 
Virginia. If not in the way sug- 
gested, then in some other way 
Eastern people shall be taught that 
the education of our Indian tribes 
is an imperative necessity. On 
this question there is but one senti- 
ment, and that will never rest until 
the educational opportuuities ac- 
corded to the childrea of the most 
favored Indian nations shall have 
been accorded to the two thousand 
Indian children of school age in 
Nevada. |

 BDUCATION OF INDIANS. 
The Objection to Their Going to 
School at Hampton. 

Less than one month agoC. 8. 
Young visited the school at Hamp- 
ton, Virginia. The object of his 
lett was to obtain facts about In- 
dian education that would aid him 
in the agitation of Indian education 
in Nevada. While there, General 
Armstrong, Principal of the school, 


said that he bad learned of the ag- 
itation of this question in Nevada, 
and believed the Government 
should make provisions for the edu- 
cationf the Pab, Ute,Sbosbone and 
Washoe vations. He thought that 
five or more of these Indians as rep- 
resentutives there would do much 
towards educating the people up to 
the ideathat our Indians have abil- 
ity and should bave the opportun- 
ities offorded the childron of other 
nations. Later, in a letter to Mr. 
Young, General Hampton says: 
“We will take five Indian boys if 
General Atkins will et them come. 
I would like to try your material,’’ 
In accordance with the suggestion 
Mr. Young wrote to General Atkins 
with reasons therefor, asking that 
five representative Indians be ac- 
cepted es pupils at Hawpton Insti- 
tute. The following is the Gen- 
eral’s reply: 

DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR, 

Orrics OF INDIAS AFFAIRS, 
WasHINGTON, June 10. 

O. 8. Young, Esq., Reno, Nevada.— 
Sir:—I am io receipt of your letter of 
the 27th ultimo, in which you suggest 
sending Indian a from Nevada to 
the school at Hampton, Va., and in 
reply thereto I.have toadvise you that 
the distance isso great that it would 
be a waste of money to bring children 
to eastern schools, when the schools at 
Salem, Oregon, Grand Junvtion, Colo., 
Lawrence, Kansas, and other schools 
are much more accessible, The quota 
of the school at Hampton can be filled 
from reservations much nearer. 

It isto be hoped that the project of 
educating the Nevada Indians that 
was discussed when you were here, 
will, in the near future, be carriea 
into effect, and they can then be edu- 
cated near their homes, in a climate to 
which they are accustoned, thus sav- 
ing the large cost of transportation, 
and avoiding the great mortality 
which usually attends the removal of 
Indian pupils from distant points to 
the Atlantic Coast. 

It you know of any Indian children 
whom you think it would be advis- 
able to send to either the schools above 
alluded to, and you will communicate 
the fact to this office, steps will be 
taken to send them.
